Watch matters, apart ‘from the 
reports already noticed, take up 120 
pages; first come some tables of much 
interest to students of criminology.

‘The industrial 
side of the establishment showed a 
profit of about 500, In the 
png hs devoted to “Dog Muzzling 
and Rabies,” in which it is noted that 
there has been a much greater im- 
munity from rabies in Shanghai of 
late than there used to be, and in 
which theCouncil gratefully recognises 
the unvarying support afforded to its 
efforts in this direction by the Con- 
sular Body, there is an amusing illus- 
tration of the internationality of 
Shanghai. ‘The dog of the Nether- 
lands Consul-General was seized -by 
the police for wandering unmuzzled. 
The Consul-General declined to p 
the usual fee to recover his dog, and 
the matter was referred to the Con- 
sular Body, which decided that the 
Consul-General must be tried in his 
own Court. Accordingly the Swedish 
Consul-General sat as judge in the 
Netherlands Court, and condemned 
the Netherlands Consul-General to a 
fine of five guilders. 

In the still days of late autumn 
signs have not been wanting that we 
should before long begin to suffer 
from real London fogs, and it will be 
seen with pleasure that experiments 
are to be made at the Council’s Elec- 
tric Light works towards the mitiga- 
tion of the smoke nuisance, “so that 
if remedial measures can there be 
effectively introduced, they may here- 
after be universally applied.”

There is no reason for hasty action on 
tho recommendation of President Roose- 
yelt that Congress should authorise 
to tender the co-operation of the United 
States with the Governments of Mexico 
and China in an attempt to induce the 
leading nations of the world to join in 
bolstering up the value of silver. Like 
everything else the worth of silver fluc- 
tuates in response to the law of supply 
and demand, There is a glut of it now 
and:its value is low accordingly. But if 
it were possible to get the chief civilised 
nations to consent to the projected agree- 
ment, would not this incite silver mine 
owners to increased production, with the 
result that the disparity between the real 
and nominal value of the metal would 
become even more marked? The United 
States has participated in several inter- 
national efforts “to do something for 
silver” and the net result has not been 
encouraging. Is it worth our while to} 
embark on another undertalsing along 
substantially similar lines at a time when 
we have definitely adopted the gold stand- 
ard ourselves and are flourishing remark 
ably under its operation? The question 
at any rate deserves full consideration 
before an affirmative answer is given. 

‘The outcome of the Conference of State 
Boards of Health recently held at, Wash- 
ington shows, beyond a doubt, the exis- 
tesee of the bubonic plague in San Fran- 
cisco.

Outgoing ships have carried it 
to Mazatlan in Mexico, and perhaps cl:c- 
where. The public has an tundoubted right 
to know when it is menaced by a danger 
of this sort, and officials who deny it this 
Tight foolishly, if not wantonly, increase 
the danger.

Fickle Weather. 

Just before Chinese New Year the 
weather changed, and we had frost and 
snow for several days. One day tho tner- 
mometer was over eighty dezrees in the 
shude, and two dayw after down te freezing. 
‘The cold was intevse and the Chinese lo-k. 
ed thoroughly miserable. Owing tothe snow, 
the new yerr must have been a miserable 
time to many of them. In the native 
church rice was distribu'ed to the poorer 
members to help them tide over the new 
bbe Services were held by the Church of 
Scotland Mission for three days, but the 
attendance was small, no doubt owing to 
the cold, wretched weather. 


A Vacant Office. 
We_ have been without a British Consul 
ix weeks. Our late Consul, Mr. 
‘llis, was transferred to Swatow. Pend- 
ing the arrival of another Consul, the Com- 
missioner of Customs has been nttending to 
Consular business. 
A Corner in Kerosene. 

Kerosene oil went up from 4,000 cash to 
8,000, and for a time there was quite a 
dearth. What we could buy even at that 
price was of very poor quality. Some 
merchants must have made a splentid pro- 
fit, We will make an endeavour to procure 
our oil elsewhere, and thus avoid being 
squeezed by Chinese merchants. ‘The last 
few days more kerosene has arrived, so the 
price has fallen under 4,000 cash, 


Opportunity Makes the Boxer. 

In our last letter we mentioned trouble 
brewing in a district sixty miles east of 
Tchang. Qn 3rd Jwnuary an appeal was 
made to the Consul who communicated to 
the Taotai, but up to this date no redress 
hs been made of the grievance, and the 
troubles have gone from bad to worse 
Owing to the mogistrate of Tanyan; 
Teaving his post he was neglectful of the 
situation, else the trouble would h»ve been 
nipped in the bud. 1s mentioned in my 
previous letter the ringleaders in the trouble 
are secret society men who harassed the 
church in 1900. Now they are sheltering 
themselves under the name of the Roman 
Catholics. Under such a name they think 
they can harry the Protestant Mis 
they please. ‘The Chentai here sent over 
two soldiers to make enquiries. ‘These were 
stopped by one of the ringleaders called 
Lan at a village, and bribed to return to 
Jehang with a false report. On 28th January, 
our evangelist of the place with three 
members came to Ichang. They reported 
that the Mission premises had been sur- 
rounded by the mod but, it beginning to 
snow and darkness falling, the mob dis- | 

ersed and the men were able to escape to 
fchang, ‘They came here in a heavy snow- 
storm. On 3rd Februcry, they returned | 
with an escort from the Chentai of two 
soldiers. They were also afford-d a further 
escort of four men from Tanyang to the 
Village, The new magistrate at Tanyany as- 
sured them all would be well. But on 
Sunday, 8th February, the chapel was sur- 
rounded. ‘Ten members were bound and | 
led through the streets to the n tive inn {

leaders held out. Our premives were 
damaged and the preacher ba'lly beaten. 
‘The two soldiers from the Chentai sav it 
all and reported that our penple had do: e 
nothing to cause a row, but the whole 
thing started from the other side.

The Peasenhall Tragedy. 
For a sccond time a jury has found 
itself unable to agree upon a verdict in 
senhiall ease, and the Crown, with 
eneral approval of the country, has 
decided not to place the prisoner on trial 
again, and has ordered his release. How 
far tho merciful view which some of the 
jury took in the sceond trial was due to 
Synipathy with Mrs. Gardiner, who fought 
desperately for her husband's life, it is 
impossible to say; but everyone felt that 
even if a verdict of guilty should ultimate- 
ly be obtained, there could be no absolute 
fainty of the guilt of a man who had 
twice escaped conviction through dis 
agreement of the jury. There aro cases 
fon record in which a prisoner, after two 
disagreements of juries, has been tried, 
1 guilty, and puniched; but these 
es were in Ireland, when the failure to 
waree was dite probably not to any doubt 
about. the prisoner's guilt, but to sympathy 
with the law-breaker.

A little Tight has been thrown by re- 
cont events on the programme of the 
«. Parliamentary Session; and that 
en's minds are far from casy on the <ub- 
ject is shown by the number of deputa- 
tions which have recently waited on 
Ministers, urging that the Government 
Should not take some course which is in 
cordance with their rumoured inten- 
tions, or to take some course which 1 
scem disinclined to adopt. Of the prin- 
cipal_measnres promised, one will deal 
with Ireland, and two with London. Mr. 
Wendham, the Chief Sceretary, is to in- 
troduce some sort. of an Irish Land Pur- 
chase Bill; and interest in the subject 
has been inereased by the seeming agree- 
ment between landlords and tenants in 
Treland at the recent joint conference. 
The more the scheme adopted by that 
Convention is examined, however, the 
more impossible it appears. The Irish-

London's Two Bills. 

The two Bills for London are an Educa~ 
tion Bill and a Bill for the creation of a 
Port authority.

London can- 
not maintain its position as the leading 
port unless drastic measures are taken 
to improve the present. stato of things. 
On that question no political differences 
are involved. ‘The chief question at 
issue is as to whether tho ratepayers of 
London should bo made responsible as 
guarantors of the huge loan which will 
he necessary to buy up rested interests 
and put the port into a proper condition. 
‘The Education question, however, seems 
likely to provoke as keen controversy as 
tho Bill of last year—unless, indeed, the 
Government make even greater concessions 
than they did on that measure. ‘The new 
Metropolitan education authority will 
have, when the voluntary schools are, a8 
regards their sceular instruction, handed 
‘over to its control, something like three- 
iarters of a million scholars in its ele-

The Wellington Monument in 
St. Paul's. 


Tho artists and the sculptors are up in 
arms over tho action of tho Dean and 
Chapter of St. Paul's Cathedral in tho 
matter of Stevens's famous monument of 
the Duke of Wellington, Most people are 
iliar with the history of that monu- 
t—the commission given to Stevens, 
then almest an unknown man, the difi- 
culties with which he had to contend; 
then his death, it is said from a broken 
heart at the way in which he and his work 
had been treated; and then the post- 
humous famo which has proclaimed hig 
monument one of the greatest sculptural 
works which this country has produced. 
‘A few years ago the late Lord Leighton, 
jnainly at his own expense, got the monu- 
ment moved from the side-chapel in which 
it had been hidden to a worthier place in 
tho nave. But, owing in the first instance 
to a prejudice of the lato Dean Milman, 
the monument has never been completed. 
Stevens intended to surmount it with an 
equestrian statue, and his model is—it 
jx said—still in existence, though there 
are some who question whether the model 
attributed to him is really Stevens's work. 
Lately Lord Leighton’s successor, Sir

Edward Poynter, got what was practically 
2 promise from, the new Primo Minister 
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and the First Commissioner of Works that 
tho money for completing tho monument 
should bo voted next session; and thon, 
to his surprise, ho discovered that the 
Dean and Chapter of St. Paul's, with 
privately contributed funds, had taken tho 
work in hand themselves, and entrusted 
tho completion of the monument to a 
young and obscure sculptor named Tweed, 
who, it is urged by Sir Edward and his 
supporters, whaterer tho merit of his 
work, belongs to altogether a different 
school from that of Stevens. Sir Edward 
‘contends that tho work should be entrust 
ed to tho greatest sculptor of the day 
tho Dean and Chapter reply that what 
is wanted is not an original genius, but a 
soulptor qualified to carry out religiously 
Stevens's design. Apart from that, how- 
ever, the much wider question is raised 
whether the Dean and Chapter can, with- 
‘ont consulting any-one, do just as they like 
with a monument which was raised partly 
‘by public subscription and partly by 2 
Government grant.

THE 
OSAKA EXHIBITION. 





he informal opening of the Fifth 
Domestic Industrial Exhibition at Osaka 
took place on the Ist inst. at 10.a.m. in the 
Presence of some 150 persons, including 
Mr, Takasaki, Govern-r of Osaka pre- 
fecture, the Exhibition Commissioners of 
Canada, the United states, and various 
other foreign countries, a number of the 
Exhibition judges, and others. "The cere- 
mony was begun with a speech by Baron 
Hirata, Vice-President of the Exhibiti 
‘Affairs, who said that over 324,000 exhibits 
had been sent in from all parts of the 
Empire, the number being twice as larg 
that at the previous exhibition, and tl 
the foreign sample hall established this 
time is filled with exhibits from fourteen 
“countries abroad. It is said that, owing 
to the death of the late Prince natsu, 
the ceremony was very simple and came 
to an end at noon, when the exhibition 
buildings, with the exception of a few, 
were thrown open to the public, Iw 
mense crowds of people then made their 
way intuy the main entrance of the exhibi- 
tion buildings It appears that all the 
arrangements have not yet been satis- 
factorily completed, so that the only 
halls opened on the Ist inst. were the 
agricultural, the fishery, the forestry, the 
foreign samples, the tnachinery, and the 
transportation halls. It will thus be some 
time before all the buildings will have been 
opened to public inspection. On the 
evening of that day all the halls presented 
a brilliant sight, being illuminated by 
electric lights. It may be added that, 
after the conclusion of theceremony, Baron 
Hirata proceeded to Sakai, where he con- 
ducted the opening of the aquarium there.

FACING TOWARDS 
THE SUNRISE. 
—e——— 


Events which are likely to. make Mr. 
Bryan's head swim are taking place in the 
Democratic ranks in Washington. One of 
the most significant of these events is the 
signature by five Democratic members of 
the Committee on Banking of a report 
written by Representative Talbert of 
South Carolina in favour of a banking 
currency. The minority of the House 
Committee on Banking, as usual with a 
minority, dissent from the majority report 
in favour of the Fowler bill. They de- 
clare, however, that their objections are 
not to the principle of a banking currency 
but to the insufficiency and ineffectiveness 
of the measure. The Democratic attitude 
is tereely set forth in the following lan- 
guage of Mr. Talbert’s report: 

«We believe that the banks of the coun- 
try, under proper and wise legislation, 
safeguarded so as to kecure a sound and 
solvent eurrency, are the agents and in- 
strumentalities to issue the currency of 
tho country ; and we further believe that 
the legislation should be so framed as to 
permit the issuance of an amount of cur- 











rency at all times adequate and sufficient 
for the business needs of the country, and 
which would be retired when not needed 
for the transaction of legitimate busi- 
ness.” 








iades of the “ Commoner” ! Hare the 
Democratic members of the Banking Com- 
mittee forgotten Mr. Brran’s repeated de- 
nunciations of a banking currency aud his 
suggestions that the Government should 
issue the paper mone of the country ? 
Evidently they have forgotten them’ or 
have decided deliberately to ignore them, 
They have gotten back to the fundamen- 
tal Democratic doctrine that government 
should interfere as little as possible with 
tho instrumentalities of credit and that 
the banks should issue the paper cur- 
reney. Mr. Talbert makes a strong and 
asoned argument against Govern- 
ment bonds as a basis of circulation and 
declares that “it happens that when cur- 

ney is scarce and most needed to meet 
tho legitimate and necessary demands of 
business, bonds aro high, and it is found 
profitable to sell the bonds for speculation 
and the currency is contracted when it 
should be expanded.” ‘These wholesome 
declarations of monetary policy have been 
followed up by the introduction of a bill 
by Representative Padgett of Tennessee, 
another member of the minority of the 
Banking Committee, which is one of the 
very best bills on the subjects thus far in- 
troiluced into Congress. ‘The bill pays dtie 
regard to the present bond-secured cur- 
reney by providing that the new notes 
shali be issued only to banks having a 
tain proportion of the old currenes, 
and provides for a graduated tax on cit- 
culation, which is to be reduced when the 
accumulations in the safety fund reach a 
respectable figure.

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_ It is with very great pleasure we record, 
in another part of this issue, tho two 
speeches on British commerce delivered 
respectively by the President of the Board 
of Trade, at Leeds, and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, at Dundee. Mr. Gerald 
Balfour put the caso in a nutshell when 
he expressed the opinion that “the rélo 
of Caxsandra had been somewhat over- 
done.” As our readers know, wo havo had 
only too frequent occasion to castigato 
tho ill-informed Jeremiahs who have been 
proclaiming on the house-tops that Bri- 
tish prosperity has departed, that British 
industry is decadent, that British com- 
merce is on the down grade. Wo have 
turned upon the prophets of gloom a 
douche of cold fact which, we are glad 
to sco by many indications, has awakenod 
thom to the facts of the situation and to 
their duties as British citizens. Wo have 
bocn enabled to do this with the more 
effect because we have nover, on the other 
hand, adopted an ostrich policy, nor he 
itated to point to any defects which we 
believed to exist in our methods, whether 
Governmental, educational, or commer- 
cial. Tho facts as to American exports of 
manufactured articles which we recently 
invited every paper in the world to copy 
have, as we hoped, gono tho round of the 
world, and have come back to us from 
Australia, and from India, and from 
Canada, and wherever they have gono they 
have helped peoplo to see things in their 
true perspective, and to realise that, aftor 
all the bombast, America is not yet such 
a serious competitor in the exportation of 
manufactured articles as France. 

Tho speeches to which we have reforred, 
informed as they were by knowledge of 
the fact that, by overy test which a sano 
man can apply to our position, we never 
did better than in the year that is closed, 
were full of a cheery confidence for the 
future—that faith and confidence without: 
which mankind can achieve nothing. We 
are delighted to see that Mr. Ritchio 
stated plainly that ho did not think it 
was necessary to change the economic 
policy of this country and that there was no 
need for recourse to any of thoso quack 
remedies, as we have often called them, 
which aro sometimes suggested by those 
who despair of the future of British trade.
